The railroad brother­ 
hoods have set next Monday as the 
time tor a strike and today refused 
the request of President Wilson 
to 
postpone the date 
until 
legislation 
to prevent a strike could be passed. 
i he st rike would effect practical­ 
ly every person 
in Rushville 
and 
Rush county, as well as every busi- 
r.o>. 
I he first effects would be no­ 
ticeable in food distribution. 
Gro­ 
cers read 
in the Indianapolis 
Star 
this morning that Indianapolis com­ 
mission merchants as well as whole­ 
sale grocers had determined to d< 
business on a strictly cash basis in 
the event of a strike.

County Divided Into Townships 95 


Years Ago— Isaac Jones Only 


One Mentioned in Histories. 


According to an item appearing in 
a recent issue of the Denver, Colo., 
News, Mr. and Mrs. James S. Jones 
of Buchanan county, Mo., who have 
>een married seventy-one years are 
in Denver visiting their 70-year-old 
son, Clabe Jones. Mr. Jones, who is 
ninety-one years old, claims to be 
the first white child born in Rush­ 
ville township. 


The family has a rather remark­ 
able history. 
An investigation here 
today failed to reveal any relatives 
of Mr. Jones and also failed to sub­ 
stantiate his claims as to being the 
first white child born in this town­ 
ship. 


The article in the Denver paper 
was as follows: 
“Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
James S. Jones of Buchanan eount- 
y, Mo., who have been married sev­ 
enty-one years, are visiting their 70- 
vear-old son, Clabe Jones in Den­ 
ver. 
Mr. Jones is 91 years old, and 
his wife four years younger. 
They 
were married 
July 22, 1845, 
and 
have had fourteen 
children, seven 
boys and seven girls. 
Four are liv­ 
ing, all over sixty years old. 
Fifty- 
eight grandchildren are living, 200 
great-grandchildren 
and 
eight 
or 
ten great-grcat-grandehildren. 
Mr. 
Jones had twelve brothers and sis­ 
ters, and he was the first white child 
born in 
Rushville 
township, Rush 
county, 
Indiana. 
Three of 
these 
brothers are still living. 
Mrs. Jones 
is one of eleven children and two of 
her sisters are living.” 


No one could be found today who 
could recall this Jones family. Most 
of the Jones in Rush county are na­ 
tives of Kentucky or at least their 
forefathers came 
from that 
state. 
The family mentioned is certainly 
remarkable and there are many peo­ 
ple here who 
would like to see the 
man that claims to be the first white 
child born in the township. 
Rush county was made a county in 
1821 
and the 
townships 
laid off 
shortly after. 
This was ninety-five 
years ago and as Mr. Jones claims 
to be ninety-one, many doubted his 
claim as to 
being the 
first wdiite 
child, 
In an early history of Rush 
county, only one Jones was found 
who was an early settler in Rush­ 
ville 
township. 
This 
was Isaac 
Jones and whether he was the father 
of the man mentioned in the Denver 
account is not known.

Chicago, Aug. 30.— President Eli- 
hu Root of the American 
Associa­ 
tion «.pleaded for a weeding out of 
the unnecessary and 
incompetent 
among the 114,000 lawyers in the 
United States in his annual address 
at the opening of the meeting of 
that organization here today. 


“It is true of the American peo- 
ple generally,” said Mr. Root, “that 
loo many of us have been trying to 
get .something out of the country 
raid too few of us have been trying 
to serve it.” 


Basing his plea for efficiency in 
the administration of the law upon 
tin- statement that we 
must 
get 
down to brass tacks in all our a f­ 
fairs if we're going to keep pace with 
Europe after 
the 
war, 
Mr. 
Root 
flayed our ‘‘cumbersome machinery 
of justice” and called upon the law­ 
yers to forget 
their selHoliness and 
give the country a little service not 
only in law administration, but in 
in law making. 
He said that as a 
rule only the youngest and least ex­ 
perienced lawyers get into out law­ 
making bodies, local, state and na­ 
tional. 
Concerning the law and the 
lawyers, Mr. Root said 
in 
part: 
“There 
is great enomonie waste .in 
the administration of the 
law 
in 
-tato and nation. 
We spend vast 
sum-' building court houses, 
paying 
judges, clerks and others aAa the 
product in justice is disproportion­ 
ate to the plant and working force. 
There is no country in the
